heroic efforts iu tho great battle for the 
monoj of tho Constitution. 


Congress \\ns convened m extra ses- 


sion August 7th for the special pur- 
pose of repealing the bullion purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman act. The 
Prosidonl, in his message, made a 
speci.il plea lor repeal, and attributed 
tho fiuaui uil and business depression, 
which \uus causing banks to suspend, 
forcing railroads iuto tho hands of re- 
ceivers, closing factories and work- 
sbri'.js and drn ing business houses in- 
to bankruptcy, to tho act requiring the 
purchase oC 4,500,000 ounces of silver 
monthly. Tho House of Representa- 
tives, uhu'h t,oine years ago was sup- 
posed to bo the bulwark of the masses 
aguiu.st the aggressions of the classes, 
promptly, in compliance with 
the 


wishes of tho I'resideut, passed a re- 
peal lull by a decisive majority. This 
majority, \\luch comprised the Wall 
Street combination, consisted of 113 
Republicans and 112 Democrats. 


Tho repeal bill, having passed the 


Houso, went to tho Senate, the Ameri- 
can House of .Lords, as it was derisively 
termed some years ago. There the 
pooj-Ie had more friends! than in the 
Hou'-e, and there the repeal bill re- 
mains with less prospect of its passage 
than iux weeks age. The Senators from 
the West and South are making super- 
human etforts to defeat it. They en- 
deavor, by argument, to win recruits 
from the Wall Street combination, and 
failing in this are overcoming numbers 
by able generalship. It is now con- 
ceded that the Silver Senators have 
the advantage, and if they maintain 
their ground this week they will be 
able, when the Federal Elections bill 
rea-jhes the Senate, to prevent a divi- 
sion on the Voorhees repeal bill at the 
special session. 


If the repeal bill does not pass both 


Houses and become a law during the 
special SPSMOII, it will have to be rein- 
troduced in the House again at the 
regular session of Congress, and may 
never become a law. 15y January the 
States of jMontana and Wyoming, both 
of which are for free coinage, should 
have full representation in the Senate 
by filling the existing vacancies and 
strengthening the Silver forces. Wash- 
ington should also fill the vacancy from 
that State with a Silver Senator, but as 
the Legislature has a Republican ma- 
jority of 84 on joint ballot and that 
party is in tho Wall Street combination 
to defeat all legislation favorable to 
silver, there is not much hope that it 
will send a Silver Senator to Washing- 
ton this Winter.

WASHINGTON, September 
28. — The 


resolution offered by Teller, asking in- 
formation as to the anticipation of in- 
terest on Government bonds since 1880 
was taken up. • 


Voorhees said a compliance with the 


resolution would involve great labor. 
He asked Teller to define the scope of 
that part of the resolution asking "un- 
der what circumstances " the interest 
had been anticipated. 


Teller said that the new adminis- 


tration was installed largely because 
its party found fault with the financial 
policy of tho Republicans. He assumed 
that it meant a z-adical reconstruction 
of the financial policy of the country. 
He did not see how the party in the 
next campaign could ask the support 
of the people unless it dealt with the 
m ouetary question, and the repeal of 
the Sherman Act was not dealing with 
it. Teller expressed amazement that 
Eepublican Senators should tie their 
hands by voting against resolutions 
calling for information. It was never 
denied during a Eepublican Adminis- 
tration. There was now an attempt to 
refer such a resolution to the Commit- 
tee on Finance, and it was well the in- 
terest of the dominant party would be 
best subserved by their 
remaining 


there. 


The resolution was adopted. 
The repeal bill was taken up. Hoar 


read an editorial from the Peoria (111.) 
Juinnal relative to the controversy to 
tho part taken by Ernest Seyd of Bug 
laud, in the legislation of 1873. The 
Journal printed what purported to be a 
quotation from Hooper's speech in the 
House to contradict the letter of Seyd's 
son. In this quotation the words re- 
Eerring to Seyd, who is now here, were 
attributed to Hooper. Hoar read that 
part of Hooper's speech from the Con- 
t/wmtonal Itecord in which the words 
" who is now here," did not appear.

Among them are farmers, lanndrymen, 
servants and students. The steamer 
Empress of Japan brought them as far 
as Victoria, B. C. Several of tho immi- 
grants narrowly escaped death by 
asphyxiation.

Rich Sap From Maple Trees. 


Tho more uneven, rocky and ledgy the 


land and the drier the soil, except where 
cold springs abound, the better are the 
products of the maple. Trees standing 
in ov near cold springs will discharge the 
most and the sweetest sap. I am acquaint- 
ed with ono tree standing by a spring, 
seven quarts of whose sap will make a 
pound of nice white sugar. The rich- 
ness of this sap will bo realized when it 
is remembered that it takes 10 quarts of 
average sap to make a pound. The black 
maple is the richest for sap of any vari- 
ety. Our poorest sugar orchards give 
us about two pounds of sugar to the 
tree, while our best ones yield five and 
six pounds a tree. I have heard of a few 
extra orchards yielding 7, 8 and 10 
pounds to the tree, and one extraordi- 
nary one that has yielded 10 pounds to a 
tree. The quantity of sugar that can 
be made from single trees in one season 
of ets weeks at most will depend on 
many circumstances. 


The more spouts put into a tree the 


more sap is obtained and the more sugar 
is made. From the tree already referred 
to as standing near a cold spring there 
were made 30J pounds in one season 
with two spouts, which emptied into tho 
same tub. They were set in holes bored 
ii inches deep with a three-eighths bit. 
AJiother tree 1 have known of yielded 30 
pounds, and a third 28. Still another 
tree was tapped with 10 spouts, and 50 
pounds of sugar were made, but it killed 
the troe.—Timothy Wheeler in Garden 
and Forest.

is a mistake. 
That his dishonesty is 


different 
ha kind and on a much 


grander scale is true; but this simply 
proves that he has, in obedience to the 
laws of evolution as controlled by en- 
viromnent,circuinstaneeand his needs, 
branched out into newer and -wider 
fields. 
Hovvever, if observation and 


comparison count for anything, be has 
not only all the dishonesty he ever 
possesed, but has vastly improved his 
capabilities in discovering new outlets 
for its exercisement, while woman has, 
as a class, and in response to the same 
general laws, stepped into the field of 
petty larceny, which ho has partly va- 
cated 
The lesser honesty of woman 


is not proved by the fact that she does, 
as a rule, bteal articles of small value. 


Business men rarely steal purses, for 


experience has taught them that there 
is usually nothing worth the taking in 
them, and the return of the article has 
brought a certain reward, either in 
approbation or something more sub- 
stantial. However, if he be a grocery- 
man, he goes to his place of business, 
and soils three different grades of ker- 
osene oil from the same barrel at the 
highest market price, or disposes of as 
many different " qualities " of tea in 
the same way and with the same result. 
The butcher sells his customer a "por- 
terhouse " steak with a T-shaped bone 
in it, which he cuts with great care 
from the shoulder of an animal. 
The 


cattle buyer from the country is usu- 
ally "in with the weigher " in town. 
The man who has charge of the ship- 
ping business at railroad stations fre- 
quently makes his percentage on the 
sly 
(It is not dtealing.) Nevertheless 


he receives a sum varying from one 
dollar and a half to four dollars a car, 
for making selections for particular 
men. 
Needless to say the cars of su- 


perior size are selected, thus enabling 
the favored one to ship several tons of 
produce at considerably less rates than 
the man must pay who fails to make 
this concession 
The managers of ex- 


tensive •» orks are occasionally heard to 
boast that they filch time from men in 
their employ by having the whistle, 
which calls to work, blown several min- 
utes in advance of the hour set. "Thus 
you see," one laconically remarked a 
few days ago, " wo get about five or six 
minutes' time from each man every 
day for which we do not pay, and with 
fifteen hundred men in the course of 
a year we save considerable." 
He will 


mark his next step ha the evolution in 
honesty by learning to hold his tongue, 
and will, therefore, be a more "honest" 
man next time. The unsophisticated 
rancher must needs inspect the hay 
buyer's tape line when ne comes to 
purchase hay and detail a man to camp 
on the same side of the stack to be 
measured or he will find that it shrinks 
unaccountably. It would be a reflec- 
tion on the imitative powers of man- 
kind if, under the educating influence 
of example, the buyer did not soon 
have to take soire precautions as well 
as the seller, but it takes time to gain 
the alertness acquired by practice, and 
it is owing to the important matter of 
time that man shows his really super- 
ior ability in the variety and extent of 
ais thieving propensities to the average 
woman. He has the start. 


The fact that one of the parties to a 


business transaction be a woman, pos- 
sibly a pleasing one, and one of the 
sort of which man easily becomes 
enamored, cuts no figure in the amount 
of honesty or dishonesty displayed, and 
f she happens to be ignorant of the 
ordinary "little rules of business" and 
lave imbibed an exaggerated idea of 
,he height of the " pedestal " on which 
man's fond illusions have placed her, 
she will come down rather suddenly 
Whether her descent will be graceful 
or otherwise will depend largely on the 
amount oi common sense she may be 
ndowed with. All of which does not 
mean that women are habitually thieves 
or that men are all scamps, but rather, 
hat in the real struggle for existence 
man must exercise the ingenuity by 
which brain matter was evolved in 
rder to compete successfully with his 
ellow man, and that woman in the 
very same struggle is devolving on the 
elf-same lines. 
The supposition that these lines are 


modified to any serious extent by the 
accident of sex is not borne out either 
>y observation or experience.

says the Truckee Republican, is the one 
adopted on most of the Eastern roads 
where long freight hauls prevail. The 
consolidation of the tramp 
forces 


into small armies is of compara- 
tively recent date 
For a time the 


trainmen were armed and were in- 
structed to resist encroachments of the 
box-car tourists. 
Many sanguinary 


encounters occurred and the trainmen, 
contending against great odds, held 
out as long as they could, but at last 
had to succumb. 
They found that 


they were able to successfully cope 
with small groups of stragglers, but 
that in the end their efforts came to 
taught. When they put four or five 
tramps off that gang would wander 
along until reinforced by as many 
more, and when ten or fifteen of these 
'freelance tourists" again boarded a 
train they gave notice that they would 
not be denied, and the trainmen were 
powerless to balk them in their pur- 
pose. 
The railroad companies con- 


cluded that it was as cheap to carry 
the tramps in squads as in platoons, 
and so gave over all efforts to keep 
them off the trains.
